The  Institute  of  Mediaeval 
Studies  is  entering  this  fall  upon 
its  ninth  year  of  existence  with  a 
staff  of  eleven  instructors,  well 
equipped  for  their  particular 
fields  of  scientific  endeavour,  and 
a  registration  of  approximately 
thirty-five  students. 

Within  the  brief  period  of  its 
activity,  the  Institute  has  given 
birth  to  many  valuable  achieve- 
ments, the  principal  of  which  is  a 
deeper  penetration  into  the  mind 
of  the  Middle  Ages,  which  its 
graduates  are  spreading  far  and 
wide  from  within  the  walls  of 
other  institutions  of  learning. 

Xext  January,  a  new  publica- 
tion of  mediaeval  studies,  pre- 
pared by  the  staff,  is  expected  to 
make  its  appearance.  The  suc- 
ceeding issues  of  this  publication 
will  appear  at  irregular  intervals. 

Professor  Gil  son  is  lecturing 
this  term  on  "The  Mediaeval 
Background  of  Realism,"  and  is 
conducting  seminars  in  the  phi- 
ihy  of  St.  Albert  the  Great.  A 
course  of  ten  lectures  dealing 
with  special  problems  in  philoso- 
phy will  be  given  by  Professor 
Maritain     during    Januarv.       To 


date,  the  Institute,  through  the 
University  of  Toronto,  has  con- 
ferred the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Philosophy  on  nine  of  its  gradu- 
ates. In  addition  to  these,  two 
graduates  are  candidates  for  the 
reception  of  this  degree  this  fall, 
while  eight  students  are  prepar- 
ing to  receive  it  next  spring.

The  whisper 
is  about  that  a  new  refectory  and 
assembly  hall  will  appear  before 
lonjr.
